Bill Druery went overseas with 
the corps in July, 1942, and was 
stationed at Plymouth. He was 
with the corps there until Janu- 
ary of this year when it was de- 
cided the corps had served its 
purpose and would be disbanded. 

Asked about his duties. Bill 
said that the corps had their own 
uniforms and considered them- 
selves as 1 part of the home de- 
fences. The corps was formed 
when Englnnd was being contin- 
ually showered with fire and 
high explosive bombs. The corps 
went on duty with the English 
firemen, an effort to hold down 
the cost in lives and to the war 
effort arising from the raids. 

"The Nazis used to come over 
at regular intervals during my 
stay there," Bill said. "With 
German insistence on method, 
the planes, usually JU 88's, came 
over regularly between the 13th 
and 16th of each month, just be- 
fore midnight. They were hit 
and run raids in an attempt to 
hurt the morale of the English 
people and learn what was doing 
in the port." 

. A narrow escape from a bomb 
was recounted by Bill. He had 
left his billet on a fire call dur- 
ing a raid and when he returned, 
he found that a fire bomb had 
fallen through the roof but had 
landed in n cistern of water and 
so had lost its effectiveness. Ho 
told of a family, bombed out 
three times, moving into the 
neighborhood and the fear felt 
by inhabitants that the family 
were "jlnxcd." "Sure enough," 
said Bill, "in the next raid, a 
basketful of incendiaries fell on 
the house completely destroying 

it." 

Ho had high praise for the 
way the English were standing 
up under the bombs nnd rigors 
of rationing. "When Canadians 
ore down to two ounces of meat 
per person n week, then they 
will have something .to object

HEALTH TOPIC 

AT MEETING OF 
HOME ■ SCHOOL 



Health was the subject of the 
speakers before the Home nnd 
School Association meeting 
Tuesday in Trinity United 
church Sunday-school rooms. 
Mrs. J. C. R. Edwards spoke on 
nutrition, Mrs. M. B. Seldon, 
mental health, and Mrs. 11. Bell, 
sex education. A report from Dr. 
J. H. Wesley, M.O.H., on the re- 
sults of the skin tests for tuber- 
culosis was read by Principal H. 
A. Jackson. 

TTie program was opened with 
the presentation of a play by 
pupils of Miss Evelyn Denne's 
class at Stuart Scott school. 
Jean Pickering played a piano 
solo. 

Mrs. Edwards told the meeting 
that of the million men that 
have been examined for service, 
25 percent of them have ' been 
found physically unfit to serve 
in any capacity. "In a poll con- 
ducted in the Kitchener-Water- 
loo area," she said, "of 4,000 
children in lower school grades 
examined, 34.6 percent were 
found to be poorly nourished." 
Mrs. Edwards urged that nutri- 
tion charts should be studied, 
and every care taken to see that 
well balanced meals ore served. 

''We teach children to express 
themselves, to experiment, but 
human relations is no field for 
experimentation,'* said Mrs. Bell. 
"Sex education should start in 
the home and as soon as possible. 
A frank answer should be given 
to the questions a child asks. A 
feeling of trust should be nur- 
tured in the child by straight- 
forward explanations/ 1 

Mrs. Seldon totd . the meeting 
that in many cases, the" key to 
proper mental health In the child 
was proper environment in the 
home. "If a feeling of security, 
if sound habits can be supplied 
by the home, the child will bene- 
fit," *ho o*id. Affection, expres- 
sions of confidence, interest on 
the part of parents, all have a 
direct bearing on mental health, 
she stated. 

Dr. Wesley's report stated 
that of 530 students given the 
skin test, only 19 showed posi- 
tive reaction and these 19, when 
x-rayed, were found to be free of 
the disease. The report urged 
that ail parents consent to have 
their children tested. 

Mrs, H. E. Gllroy, president of 
the association, announced a 
rummage sale which will take 
place May 3, and urged all mem- 
bers to contribute clothes to the 
Save the Children fund which Is 
being raised on behalf of the 
children in Europe.

The need for a vocational department for 
turned men and students has been emphas^* 
S a^d time again. Little has been said how- 
ever, of the benefits of a vocata>nal department 
with the addition of classes on agnculture. to 

rural students. 

Approximately 40 percent of «"**■*"*** 
Newmarket high school are rural students. Over 

a third of the cost of the high school is shouiaer- 
ed by the county on behalf of the rural students. 
ft vocational department, designed for town stu- 
dents only, would be of little benefit to rural 
students unless agriculture was also taught under 

its auspices. 

la Barrie recently, a delegation representing 
rural students appeared before the Barrie board 
of education with a petition urging the board to 
establish a full department of agriculture in the 
high school- The main point of the petition was: 
-The inclusion of shop work, home economics, 
and agriculture . - . would not only make the 
education given at the collegiate more practical 
but would react on the students to make them 
more interested and eager in all their studies and 
improve the general quality of the education pro- 
vided." 

The petition recommends that noon-hour 
lunches be served to rural pupils at cost by the 
home economics department, and that a directed 
noon-hour program of extra-curricular activities 
be supplied inasmuch as many rural pupils are 
unable to stay after school for the regular pro- 

grant. 

Tfae petition is of direct interest to NewmarkeL 
like Barrie, Newmarket is in the centre of a 
farming district and has a high percentage of 
rural pupils in its high school. 

On this page, there is an article by Norman 
Davies, inspector of agricultural classes, Ontario 
department of education, outlining the success 
agricultural classes have had and the system of 
grants by which they are maintained. We 
strongly recommend the article to those interest- 
ed in the welfare of Newmarket schools. 



LOOSE DOGS 



As brought out in council Monday night, Au- 
rora citizens are being put to considerable 
trouble and anxiety by the activities of loose 
dogs. The tragedy in North York township is too 
recent to permit anything but serious considera- 
tion of this nuisance. 

In attempting to frame suitable measures to rid 
the town of dangerous dogs, Aurora councillors 
were faced continually with the present law 
which states that a complaint must first be laid 
by a citizen who has been attacked or threatened 
by a dog before that dog can be destroyed. 

Numerous instances were revealed in council 
of dogs attacking or threatening children. If the 
citizens will come forward with their complaints, 
the possibility of serious injury or death from 
loose dogs will be greatly alleviated. Do not 
wait until Aurora has a recurrence of the North 
York township tragedy.

At the recent convention of the North York 
Temperance Federation, the following resolution 
was passed: 

That the resolution of last year regarding tem-

Prime Minister King*3 decision to postpone a 
general election, at least until after the Victory 
Loan campaign in April and May, is a wise one. 
A loan drive coincidental with a general election 
campaign would result only in confusion, of 
benefit neither to parties nor to the country. 

However, we believe Prime Minister King errs 
in offering, as an additional reason for the post- 
ponement of a general election, the excuse that 
"party strife" which a general election would 
engender would be detrimental to the war effort. 
Prime Minister King said: 

"The present government has consistently 
taken the position that it was desirable, if pos- 
sible, to avoid another war-time general election. 
We have recognized that controversy, on a 
nation-wide scale at home, and in every unit 
among the forces overseas would be inseparable 
from a general election. Throughout the years 
of war, we have sought to keep down party 
strife. We have sought to avoid giving even the 
excuse for unnecessary controversy. 

'We have felt that with all arm3 of the fight- 
ing services facing a terrible ordeal of battle, 
they should, if at all possible, and for as long a 
time as possible, command a united front at 
home. We have had every reason to believe that 
in this view we were reflecting the will of the 
people of Canada as a whole. 

**I have stated, over and over again, both in the 
Ifousc of Commons and outside parliament, that 
I felt it was in the light of what Canada owed to 
her fighting men that any question as to the time 
of a general election should be viewed. I still 
nope an election may not be necessary before the 
hour at which we may look forward to welcom- 
ing home those of the great company of the sons 
and daughters of Canada who survive the ordeal 
of battle in the different theatres of war. 

"The present government was returned to 
office in 1940 as a war administration. Its aim 
from that moment up to this hour has been the 
achievement of the utmost effort to win the war. 
Canada's war effort speaks for itself."

teaching of moderation, we strongly urge it be 
adopted in the schools with this provision, that 
the teaching of moderation be not confined to 
the use of liquor only but applied to all activities. 
Moderation in all things, excesses in none, is the 
golden rule of a happy life. Hie pursuit of any- 
one endeavor to exclusion of all others is 
surest way to the bankruptcy of personality. 

As dangerous as excesses in liquor are, no less 
so are those excesses of businessmen who ex- 
clude all from their lives but the sales graph, or 
the athlete who exists only for the scoring of one 
more goal than his opponents. These excesses 
are Unchecked, even encouraged. 

If the resolution means to teach tectotalism, 
then we object to it as being contrary to the prin- 
ciples of a democracy. The first premise of our 
society is, that within the limits of the law and 
the limits imposed by obligations towards others, 
the individual determines his own actions. The 
education of our children is defined towards that 
end. They are taught to think for themselves; to 
judge the consequences before acting. To urge 
the teaching of abstinence from a custom so com- 
mon to the manners of our age is to act contrary 
to this principle.

Having 
attended Pickering College and 
having married a Newmar- 
ket girl, 1 have a keen interest 
in your town, and I follow 
the news items with interest. 
Would you be so kind as to ex- 
press my sincere thanks to the 
person or persons responsible for 
my receiving your paper? In 
anticipation I thank you very 
much indeed. 

As you gather from the papers 
these days the Canadians are at 
it again and going great guns. 
The water and the rnud have 
been a great handicap of course 
but there is nothing that will 
stop the Canadian army be it 
man, beast or natural elements. 
I think our soldiers are as much 
at home in tfoo water as they are 
on dry land. 

You might be interested in the 
following information. Was talk- 
i ing to a man the other day who 
had just come through the Ger- 
man lines from The Hague in 
the northern part of The Nether- 
lands which is still occupied by 
the Germans. Living condition-; 
there are beyond words, accord- 
ing to him. He said if he was 
lucky, he could buy a loaf of 
bread for $37 and potatoes cost 
35 cents a piece. Of course 
money values have gone com- 
pletely cra2y in that part of the 
country and the poor civilians 
are very happy if they can even 
buy potato peelings from the 
Germans. In the part of the 
Netherlands occupied by the 
Allies, conditions are much bet- 
ter but It is a slow job trying to 
get conditions back to something 
like normal. Fuel has, been a 
great problem for the population 
of the Low Countries. Many 
beautiful trees have had to be 
sacrificed for the sake of person- 
al warmth in the past few months. 
When the Germans retreated from 
Belgium and Holland they took 
with them every article that they 
could get their hands on, includ- 
ing carriages of all kinils as well 
as horses, cattle, etc. The food 
problem in Belgium and the part 
of Holland occupied by the 
Allies is greatly improved over 
what it was when the Germans 

were here.

Early in August ot this year the 
minister of education approved in- 
creased grants to schools serving 
rural communities which Introduced 
the department of agriculture pro- 
gram. Nineteen additional schools 
are now taking this work. Seven- 
teen Introduced the program this 
fall, one changed from vocational 
regulations and In another the pro- 
gram has been approved for intro- 
duction In HM5. The total num- 
ber of schools in which special 
work In agriculture is provided is 
30, located in 21 counties and one 
district. 

New Schedule of Grants 

The new schedule of grants pro- 
vides 75 percent of capital expendi- 
ture; an annual grant to boards of 
schools where departments are 
established; grant on the agricul- 
tural classroom; grant on experi- 
mental .plots; grant on equipment 
and i^ttulals; gram on teachers' 
salaries; grant for work during the 
summer hy principal In promoting 
attendance and l?y the teacher in 
supervising homo projects; grant 
for provision of hot lunches; grant 
for use of the school properly as n 
community centre; grant for co- 
operation of shopwork and homo 
economics with the agricultural 
program. 

Three of theso points are of 
great importance, that is, super- 
vision tluring the summer months, 
serving of a hot dlah or dishes at 
noon to supplement lunches brought 
from home and the use of the 
school property as a community 
centre. 

,4ccomniodatlon» and Course* 

In many schools the courses 
have been Introduced with present 
accommodations. Ultimately there 

will he provided an agricultural 
classroom according to a definite 
plan. A colony-type poultry house, 
one or more colonies of bees and 
land for experimental plots must 
also be provided. Reference books 
and equipment for the agricultural 
courses are also required. Grants 

of 100 percent far the first two 
years are provided under the r«fu-

Do you recall the lemon biscuits 
we used to make with ammonia? 
Maybe that Is the secret for I 
heard over the radio today (Andy 
Clark was It?) and a friend was 
telling mo the same thing-, that 
there is a certain amount of 
ammonia In freshly fallen snow. 
My reasoning may be faulty— but 
your guess Is as good as mine.

A MINISTER SPEAKS 



The following article was re- 
printed from Tidings, the offi- 
cial organ of the Congregational- 
Christian churches of Ontario. 
It is here reprinted with the 
thought that its message has 
particular meaning for the 
present. 

By Rev. A. B. STEIN 

After experiencing five years 
of the most devastating and bar- 
baric warfare in the history of 
man, we have arrived at the 
place where we can see rifts in 
the storm clouds of war and 
occasional sunbeams of victory 
shining through to gladden our 
hearts and inspire our hopes. It 
has not been by human ingen- 
uity or skill alone that we have 
been brought to this day. Whole 
days and nights have been spent 
in prayer by devout people who 
seek not only the cessation of 
hostilities, but the solution to all 
earth's problems by the estab- 
lishment of Christ's Kingdom 
within the heart of the individ- 
ual and the seeking of His will 
and glory first, by the nations. 

Since the outbreak of World 
War II, and because of it, there 
has been a rather wide-spread 
acceptance of a theme which 
should be carefully examined. 
On the surface it savors of wis- 
dom, while actually it is a ques- 
tion if it rises to the height of 
dignified nonsense. Most com- 
monly the thought is expressed: 
"Prepare for war in time of 
peace, in time of war, prepare 
for peace." We agree that it is a 
pithy couplet and of the type 
which the average person likes 
to roll under his tongue. 

The latter part: "In time of 
war prepare for peace," is a 
good, sound philosophy. It is to 
such preparation that all should 

be giving energy and thought. 
We do well to question our- 
selves as a conferen ce: " What 
are we doing?" Are WE plan- 
ning a forward movement? Are 
we setting up the mechanism 
which will put us in touch with 
our own lads when they return? 
Are we geared to meet their 
need as a live, evangelical, en- 
ergetic, militant body. Can we 
'demonstrate to them that we 
are just as interested in rolling 
back the forces of evil, as were 
they to fight a physical foe? 
When the boys return they will 
not want platitudes .or theories. 
They will want reality and life, 
and if they find us with smug 
satisfaction sitting on the side- 
lines with an insipid display of 
drawing-room manners, it will 
not take a philosopher or seer to 
tell what their reactions will be. 
The call of scripture is ever: 
"Quit you like men, be strong." 
Let us, then, pull off the mufti 
of spiritual inertia; put on the 
battle dress of the militant 
church; pull the sword, fling 
away the scabbard and battle 
against the forces of evil. Be 
militant for Christ; for His 
cause and Kingdom; for. His 
church; for our own conference. 
But look further at the former 
part of our couplet . "Prepare 
for war in time of peace." It is 
here the fallacy and limitations 
of human reason appear. We 
have no doubt that the allied 
nations will never again be found 
unprepared. Nevertheless, we 
make a grave mistake when we 
trust that preparedness to secure 
our peace. If we are prepared, 
so will other nations be prepar-' 
ed. Prepared with ships and 
tanks and planes and guns, of 
greater proportions and capabili- 
ties than heretofore dreamed of. 
Prepared for what,— WAR. 
Dress it up any way you like, it 
is still reducible to that incon- 
trovertible fact. Our contention' 
is, that nations which are physi- 
cally and materially prepared 
for war are also morally, spirit- 
ually and psychologically pre- 
pared for war. * Any other 
conclusion than that is 'a reyers-" 
ing of the laws of^ nature and 
we will be attempting to gather 
"grapes of thorns and fig> of 
thistles." If the way of peace 
is to prepare for ■ war, then the 
way to build a seaworthy craft 
i^ to cut the ribs and drill holes 



alas, these only afford the op- 
portunity of proving the reality 
of their conviction. 

What led Japan into the war? 
That same deadly virus. She 
knew that her equipment and 
training had come largely from 
America. She knew that Amer- 
ica could turn against her all 
the might of the most highly 
mechanized nation in the world. 
The thing of which she was most 
conscious, however, was her 
commission to rule, given to her 
by the sun-god. Nothing else 
mattered. 

The greatest contribution that 
can be made to world peace, is 
to make known to all men the 
Prince of Peace, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Those convinced that 
their right to rule is God-given 
must be brought to kown God, — 
Who HE is; What He is like. 
They can know that only through 
the Word of God and the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The God of Holy 
writ is the only true God and He 
is of purer eye than to lead na- 
tions into such a bloody holo- 
caust for the sake of national 
power. 

These facts make the challenge 
of the Christian church clear-cut 
Let us make Christ known, for 
the message of the Gospel is the 
only antidote for the malignant 
diseases of this world. Let us 
give ourselves to His service and 
rray that God will hasten the 
day when, "Men shall beat their 
spears into pruning hocks and 
their swords into plow shares, 
when nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more." 
"TOey shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain: for the 
earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord, as the waters 
cover the sea,"

QUEEN'S PARK NEWS 

By GEORGE H. MITCHELL 
M.P.P. For North York 

There is considerable conjec- 
ture as to whether the provin- 
cial government Will last out this 
session. The question has be- 
come acute since last Tuesday, 
when Opposition Leader Jolliffe 
moved an amendment in the de- 
bate on the speech from the 
Throne. The amendment ex- 
pressed regret that the govern- 
ment had not assisted in building 
national unity, that 'they had 
failed to keep their promises 
about education, health services 
and so on, and that they had not 
provided adequate farm and 
labor legislation, or proper post- 
war planning. 

This amendment will not come 
to a vote for at least another 
week, perhaps longer. When it 
does, the Liberals, who hold the 

balance of power, will have to 

decide how they intend to vote. 
Apart from the Throne speech 
debate, the House has given 
most of its time to election legis- 
lation. The Active Service Elec- 
tion Act, which gives a direct 
vote to members of the armed 
forces, has passed through all its 
stages and is now law, though 
the regulations for taking the 
vote have still to be drawn up. 
For the past week we have been 
considering changes in the ma- 
chinery for making up voters* 
lists and taking the vote at 
home. 

Much discussion took place in 
the house with regard to lower- 
ing the voting age to 18, it being 
pointed out by a number of 
speakers that many of our young 
men and women of that age were 
serving their, country and in 
other ways accepting full citizen- 
ship and adult responsibility. I 
am personally in agreement 
with this proposal. I feci that it 
would encourage our young 
people to take more interest in 
public affairs when they have 
some say in the matter. 

The new Election Act, the re- 
sult of the work of a select com- 
mittee of the House, makes a few 
important changes in election 
machinery. It provides for the 
appointment of paid scrutineers, 
and for a permanent returning 
officer in each riding. It also 
tightens up the method of enum- 
eration to make sure that names 
arc not left off the list. 

A select committee has been 
appointed to enquire into the 
whole field of labor legislation, 
and compare Ontario law with 
thnt in other provinces and other 
countries. This has been hailed 
as a victory by some labor 
people, but there is danger it 
may boomerang. With such a 
wide field to cover, there is a 
possibility that the committee 
cannot make a complete report 
before next year's session. In 
the meantime, any changes 
which may be proposed in the 
existing labor law will undoubt- 
edly be sidetracked by referring 
them to the committee.
